tt Has Thirteen Hundred Streams, • 


Wealth of Vegetation, Highly Cultivable 
SoU and Vait Deposit* of Minerals— Few 
Beptile*, but Many Insects. 


Mr. Frederick A. Ober, late commis- 


lioner in Porto Rico of the Columbian 
exposition, contributes to The Century 
an article on "The Island of Porto 
Rioo." Mr. Ober says: 


la the extreme northeast rises the 


highest peak of the central cordillera 
in the Luquillo sierra, known as "El 
STunque, " or "The Anvil," variously 
estimated at from 8,600 to 4,500 feet in 
height. The hills are of lesser elevation 
:oward the west and southwest, bat 
the •whole north central country is rug- 
;ed and uneven. Between the spurs 
:rom the main range lie innumerable 
secluded valleys, where the soil is of 
great fertility. The impressive features 
of the landscape are the rounded sum- 
nits of the multitudinous hills, which 
leave the coast in constantly rising bil- 
lows that finally break against the cor- 
dillera vertebra; yet all are cultivable, 
and cultivated to their very crests; 
ihongh the higher mountain peaks are 
lorost clad. 


More than 1,300 streams, it is said, 


of which number perhaps 40 or CO at- 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
liils and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the best har- 
)ors are in the west and south. But 
notwithstanding the great river flow 
portions of the island in the southwest 
are afflicted with drought at times, 
owing to the precipitation of the north- 
east "trades" against the northern hills. 


The higher hills are clothed in the 


exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
:ho tropical forest, where tree ferns 
loutish, and great gum trees and monn- 
;ain paims tower aloft. At lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnut 
md laurel, with many others noted for 
iheir useful woods. Throughout the 
.sland are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey, 
ftmiacum and copal, while the list of 
nedioinal plants includes most of those, 
invaluable to 
our 
pharmacopoeias, 


which tropical America has given to 
:he world. These are the silvestres, na- 
ture's wild children, bat of cultivated 
3) ants there is no species peculiar to 
:ho tropics that does not flourish here. 


In the littoral levels, between the 


mountains and the sea, grows the sug- 
ar cane, which may be cultivated up to 
an altitude of 8,000 feet. It was intro 
duced here from Santo Domingo, hav- 
ng been brought to America either 
'rom Spam or the Canaries. The annu- 
al yield of sugar is estimated at about 
70,000 tons. 


In these fertile lowlands also tobacco 


does exceedingly well, and the annual 
production is said to be quite 7,000,000 
trannds. It may be cultivated on the 
lills, but the true mountain lover is the 
coffee, which does not do well below 
600 feet and is at its best 1,000 feet 
above the sea. It was first brought here 
from Martinique in 1723, and now 
yields to the extent of 17,000 tons an- 
nually. Maize, the true Indian corn, is 
indigenous, as is the yucca, the aborigi- 
nal "staff of life, "and both grow ev- 
erywhere, as well as the pineapple, 
which is more reliable and more uni- 
versal than the peach of our north tem- 
perate zone. Cotton and rice are found 
it nearly all elevations, the latter, 
which is the chief food of many labor- 
ers, being what is known as the moun- 
ain variety. 


Bananas and plain tains are wonderful- 


ly prolific, bearing fruit in ten months 
'rom planting." The plants virtually 
ast 60 years, being equally long lived 
with the cocoa palm, which produces 
nuts in six or seven years and there- 
after during the space of an ordinary 
ife, its yield being reckoned at 100 
nuts a year. The annual product of 
jananas is given as 800,000,000 and of 
cocoanuta 8,000,000. The entire range 
of tropical fruits is represented here, 
such as the gnava, lime, orange, agna- 
cate, sapodilla and avocado pear, while 
all subtropio vegetables may be raised, 
including those of the south temperate 
zonS, such, for instance, as are grown 
in Florida. 


The mineral kingdom has not been 


BO exhaustively exploited as the vegeta- 
ble, but more than traces have been 
found of copper, coal and iron, as well 
as vast deposits of salt. The rivers at 
one time ran to the sea over beds of 
golden sand, and from the streams to- 
day (as in the neighboring island of 
Santo Domingo, where the first Ameri- 
can gold was discovered) the natives 
wash out nuggets by the crude proc- 
esses of that distant day when Aguey- 
uaba went prospecting with his false 
friend, Ponce de Leon.

Those who forecast tbe political com- 
plexion of tbe next House estimate 
that it will consist ot 167 Democrats, 
129 Republicans, and 26 Fusioniste, 
certain, with 85 doubtful.

At the general oauous on Wednesday 
vening the first exhibition of heat de- 
eloped and the caustic remarks and 
ersonal reference of some of the de- 
egates to others, soon made it ap- 
arent that everything was not as har- 


monious In the ranks of the O. O. P. 
s was believed by outside observers, 
mong the Reno push of the party 
here wore strong factional differences 
o much so that considerable bitter- 
ness was shown. Tbe outside dele- 
gates discovered this and endeavored 
o keep out of the racket. Later ar- 
rivals on yesterday caused more can- 
msing and at 12 o'ol*ek the hour for 
be convention to be called, the dele- 
gates were in caucus. The band played 
>nt were dismissed and the hour of 
meeting fixed at 1 o'clock. 


At the appointed hour delegates as- 


sembled slowly and it was apparent 
,hat a wet blanket had been thrown 
over the anticipated enthusiasm. Ru- 
mors bad it that the last caucus had 
caused several straight party men to 
withdraw from the party, it having de- 
cided by a vote of 37 to 30 to pass the 
nomination for Congress. This action 
picked up Dr. Patterson, who was a 
candidate for Congress, and threw him 
out the window. Finally ex-Governor 
P.. K. Colcord as Chairman of the State 
Central Committee called the conven- 
tion to order and the election of a 
Chairman was declared in order. It 
was decided to make the Chairman and 
other officers of the convention per- 
manent. 


Hon. 0. B. Grey was then ahosen 


Chairman and upon ascend ing the plat- 
form briefly addressed the convention. 


W. A. Fogg was elected Secretary 


and H. W. Higgins Assistant Secre- 
tary. 


E. 0. Leadbetter was elected Ser- 


geant-at-Arms. 


Tbe next order of business was the 


appointment of the various commit- 
tees, \iz, Credentials, Order of Business 
and Platform and Resolutions. A mo- 
tion provided for the appointment of 
one delegate from each county on each 
committee. The scarcity of delegates 
from the eastern counties made it ne- 
cessary to appoint the same delegate 
on all three committees. 


An adjournment wat> taken for an 


hour in order to give the committees 
time to report. When the convention 
reconvened the Committee on Cre- 
dentials reported and the report was 
adopted. Dr. Patterson was reported 
a delegate from Wasboe county.
